Departm ent of Agriculture Has Sent 
Men Broadcast Into the World to 
Glean Information on How to Make 
the Land More Productive. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 7.—Secretary 
of Agriculture James Wilson was the 
principal speaker today at the Na­ 
tional Conservation Congress. He said 
in part: 
“The moat Important feature of farm 
conservation is the soil. 
The farmer 
prospers while the soil responds to 
bis work aud yields good crops; he 
ceases to do well when the soil refuses 
to respond to his labor. 
“The people of the older nations 
take care of soil fertility as a matter 
ot prime necessity and long ago ascer­ 
tained the proper succession of crops, 
their relation to the soil and the feed­ 
ing of man and animals. They knew 
the soil must be fed and the proper 
physical conditions to maintain and 
learned from experience how to do it. 
“During the short history of our 
country we have had new soils to draw 
upon when exhaustion resulted from 
the robbing process, and much of the 
nation’s prosperity is the equivalent 
of what the soli has lost 
Our people 
have been well fed, and until recently 
they have been cheaply fed. This has 
been due in part no doubt to the oc­ 
cupancy of land easily obtainable as 
soon as tile older 
refused to yield 
abundantly and is one of the prime 
causes of farm desertion that are now 
attracting so much attention. 
“The federal government is expend 
ing large sums to irrigate more laud,, 
which is wise, but the amount of wa 
tee impounded is small compared with 
the volume that flows to waste In a 
recent visit to the mountain states I 
saw that the most advanced localit e* 
are every year making more reservoir* 
to hold winter and spring flows of wa 
teis that go free of man a restraint to 
the ocean. 
Search For New Data. 
“The department of agriculture, In 
obedience 
to congressional 
requite 
mint, is exploring similar lands that 
exist under similar conditions through­ 
out the old world. 
Some suet ess is 
tieing had. 
A wheat from Africa and 
Asia 
gives us Ho,one.ooh 
bushels a 
year from the high lying light rainfall 
states; a grass aud aitalfa from Tur­ 
kestan. alfalfas, clovers aud vetches 
from Siberia, oats from uorthern Swe­ 
den, millets from the Orient, sorghum 
from Africa, are samples of what are 
tieing 
found by our explorer* that 
thrive on our highlands of the west 
“At thirteen stations In seven states 
we have parties of scientists stu d)lug 
methods of plant management on our 
dry lands, if our growth in population 
is to continue we must look to the soil 
and conserve moisture, which is the 
transportation system of the plant. 
“We furnish nitrogenous mill feed* 
to thrifty foreigners who know theii 
value to feed their cattle to make 
meat sand dairy products and keep up 
the 
fertility 
of 
their soils. 
These 
should tie fed on the farms that glow 
the grain from which they are made 
“New lands are not to tie had for 
the asking in the thirty inch rainfall 
districts of the country, lf we are to 
prosper as a people we must give close 
attention to our soils and ( onset vc 
their fertility by ail the means in oui 
power. 
Increasing Crop Volume. 
“Something is being 
done to in 
crease the volume of our crops in alt 
se rio u s of our country. 
The cattle 
fever lick of the south baa prevented 
the profitable production of beef iii 
that section of our country, emigres*. 
bas provided for the extermination 01 
the nest. which is being done; 140,you 
square miles is now free from it. This 
will bring into active production with 
in a few y *ars all of the southern 
states. Pastures will be prepared, the 
prime element iu a system of rotation 
of crop*; cottonseed meal will be fed 
where it is produced, and Bout hem 
fields will become much more produc­ 
tive, helping to feed our growing pop 
ulation, while 
more 
cotton will be 
grown on fewei acres 
"The advent of the cotton boll wee 
vil called for prompt federal action to 
help southern tarmers to deal with 
this invasion from Central America. 
Scientists were (ailed upon to make 
research and conduct demons! rat ions 
of well known methods on many thou 
sand farms. One of the most interest 
ing was the growing of an acre of 
corn by each of 12,500 boys under six­ 
teen years ot age The result was very 
gratifying, 
over 
160 
bushels 
being 
grown on an acre by some of the boys 
The southern state* grew the large** 
corn crop in their history. Upon this 
foundation step* were promptly taken 
to breed hogs extensively so that the 
people might produce their meats. 
“The grazing lands of the public do­ 
main are tieing steadily reduced to un 
productiveness by overstocking, which 
results in reduced production of meat* 
and 
animal 
products. 
While 
public 
land* are held for the homesteader, 
It is difficult to suggest a remedy that 
would not interfere with the policy of 
ultimate settlement by the home week 
er. The tendency of congress to give 
larger areas to the settler seems to be 
In the right direction."

Important road construction prob­ 
lems were discussed as follows by Dr. 
Joseph Hyde Pratt, state geologist of 
North Carolina and president of the 
Appalachian Good Roads association, 
iu an address delivered by bim l»efore 
the Appalachian Engineering associa­ 
tion st Winston-Salem, N. t\. on May 
ti last; 
The location of a road is really the 
only |H‘rmauent part of a road. and 
therefore iu determining upou Hie lo­ 
cation if must be very carefully work­ 
ed out. so that when once the road is 
constructed there will never be any 
question regarding any change in its 
location. 
In constructing a road be­ 
tween two points the shortest distance 
is. of course, desirable, but it will of 
ten be found that “the longest way 
around is the shortest way home” and 
that Hie shortest d istu n e between two 
places Is not the practical route for a 
public road on account of the excessive 
cost of const meting the same. 
We 
tiave often aeeti roads that were locat­ 
ed apparently so as to make the short­ 
est distances, and the result bas been

we would probably have found that 
the road was located oil the uorth sh** 
of a bill or In rather heavy woods. 
This is a mistake that has often been 
made urn! is still t**lug made, but ev­ 
ery road engineer should as far as pos­ 
sible avoid locating a dirt road on the 
north slopes of a bill or mountain un­ 
less it Is absolutely necessary, and In 
that case the woods sbould tie trim­ 
med up so that the sun s rays will be 
giveu every |»os*ible facility to reach 
the road’s surface and keep It dry. 
This does uot apply as much to roads 
that are to be surfaced with stone. 
In connection with the location of a 
road the character of the soil of which 
the roadbed will be made sbould be 
carefully investigated, for It will be 
found that certain soils are very dllfi 
cult to boid or to draiu aud make (be 
maintenance of the road after It la 
completed aud aurfaced with some 
suitable material very bard aud ex­ 
pensive. 
It will very often be found 
that certain soils are composed of ma­ 
terials that are naturally adapted to 
the construction of a roadbed, and 
building the road across them very 
materially lessens the cost of Its coo­ 
st rue! ion 
In making a survey for a road be­ 
tween two poiuts there muy lie two or 
more routes that will seem available, 
aud one or more of these will have cer­ 
tain features that are more favorable 
than the other* Each route should IM 
carefully considered us to what grad 
lug would be necessary lo briug It to 
the grade required, what will lie tho 
expense of the culverts aud ditches 
necessary to take care of the water 
aud what will be the cost of mainte­ 
nance. 
Another question iii regard to 
the location which must lie given a 
certain amouut of consideration la the 
number of people that will lie liene- 
Ated by the road 
Ail these questions 
must be carefully considered before 
anything definite is decided regarding 
the location, aud whatever location la 
decided ufmin it ought to lie a perms 
ueut one. 
A first class improved road must be 
so graded as to iiermlt of (be hauling 
of u maximum load at all times and 
also prevent washing by rainw ater. 
The locating aud grading of a road are 
•o closely allied that it I* bard to sep­ 
arate them from each other, for the lo­ 
cation must be such that the grade can 
lie maintained. 
No grade should be 
permitted of over 4 1-3 per cent, for 
this is the maximum grade over which 
a team can haul for u certain distance 
the same load that it can baul over a

II Is also the maximum 
grade that a road can have and yet not 
require “thank-you m a’ams" on the 
surface of the road to turn the water 
the surface Into side ditches to pre­ 
vent washing of the middle of the 
road. 
In some localities the coat of 
constructing a road so that It win have 
uo grade over 4 1-3 lier cent la very 
great, but I believe that It will pay to 
construct any road with all ha grades 
below this 4 1-3 per cent, for the sav­ 
ing iu time by being able to baul the 
greater load over the road of the Iraatr 
grade and the saving of stock will 
mere than pay for the extra coat of 
constructing the road in a very few 
years 
One of the most im portant problems 
to lie considered in connection with 
road construction Is the question of 
drainage. 
W ater is the greatest ene­ 
my of the road, and the engineer m ust 
make arrangem ents to keep the w ater 
off and away from the road 
It is not 
only necessary to keep the w ater off 
the surface of the road, hut lr Is also 
very essential to keep the w ater out of 
(lie side ditches, so that there will ba 
no cli A* ce whatever of seepage under 
the road. The engineer must study the 
topography of the country through 
which the roud Is passing and deter­ 
mine the amouut of rainfall aud tbua 
the amount of w ater that he will have 
to take care of bv means of bls aide 
ditches, culverts and bridge*. 
I might 
say here that after the engineer baa 
made 
his 
estim ate 
regarding 
the 
am ount of w ater that he must take 
care of at any certain |s»iut along bis 
road It would tie a very sufe plan for 
hit*! to double this estim ate in making 
his caicuiation for the alae of the cul­ 
verts or bridges, for the reason that 
occasionally 
cloudbursts 
may 
take 
place, aud more land may be cleared 
or burnt over, which wilt give him aa 
excessive amount of water, a great 
deal more than he would have calcu­ 
lated from the topography of the coun­ 
try and the amount of rainfall. 
H it 
road m ust be able to w ithstand such a 
flow of water, for lf not It m eans a 
very heavy cost to the country or state 
for repairs 
Wherever It Is necessary 
to carry water from one side of the 
road to the other It sbonld alway* be 
carried under the surface of the road, 
either through concrete, metallic or 
other special forms of culverts, which 
will prevent auy of the w ater from 
couilug In contact with the roadbed. 
As often as possible the w ater should 
lie taken out of the side ditches and 
discharged into the adjoining fields lit 
order to prevent the weguug action of 
an Increased volum e of ira te r on the 
bottom of ’be ditches 
The grade of 
the ditches should also l*e kept at a 
minimum In order to prevent the cu t­ 
ting action of swift running w ater 
Du the other buud. they should Im glv 
en a sufflcleut grade so that the water 
can rapidly be carried out of the ditch­ 
es. for otherwise there will be a tend 
suey for water to seep under the road 
We may consider the weariug sur­ 
f a c e r the road as Its roof, which 
ninwTie kept as impervious to w ater 
as |M»*Nible aud be so constructed thai 
the rainfall aud melting snows will 
flow freely aud quickly Into tile gut­ 
ters ou each side. On the other baud. 
however, the w ater must not flow so 
fast as to give It a cutting action and 
thus fill the surface of the road with 
slight depressions 
Too much slope 
from the center of the road to the a id ’ 
ditches la bud not only on account of 
the cutting action of the water, but It 
will also cause wagons to all travel In 
the same track, and there will also be 
a tendency for all vehicles to tilde or 
skid. The road surface should have a 
gradual fall of about I to 2U 
In preparing the roadbed careful a t­ 
tention should be paid to the character 
of the subsoil, as in many tnataacaa a 
soil will be encountered upon which it 
will I a* almost impossible to construct 
a satisfactory road without very care 
ful surface and subsurface draining. 
After the surface bas beeu brought to 
the right slope it should Im thoroughly 
rolled, and any depressions that may 
Im> observed should be lilied la with 
m aterial of the same consistency and 
character aa the balance of the road­ 
bed. 
Any soft pisces that cannot bo 
satisfactorily 
hardened 
by 
tam ping 
sbould be cut out and filled in with the 
good material. 
This applies not only 
to the surface of a dirt road, whether 
It is to remain as such or is to bg final­ 
ly surfaced with macadam, sand clay 
or gravel, hut It also applies to any 
weak places that may develop la the 
surface of any other material*. 
No m atter bow carefully the roadbed 
may 
have 
l»eeu 
constructed, 
weak 
places are sometimes overlooked, and 
after the road bas beeu in use for a 
short time these begin to develop, 
lf 
they are re fir e d at once little or no 
damage will result to the road as a 
whole, and the repairing can be dose 
at slight expense. On the other hand. 
if they are allowed to go for some time 
the coat of repairing them Is not only 
increased, but they will permit water 
to seep down through them end begin 
to undermine the road. 
The above four problems in regard 
to 
road construction 
apply 
to all 
classes of roads regardless of how 
they are to be surfaced, 
and the 
roadbed sbould be constructed Juet ae 
carefully for a macadam, sand clay 
or gravel as a dirt road.

Who Favor State Jurisdiction Over 


Water Power Sites and Alligns Him­ 


self With Pinchot. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 7 — Mr. Boose 
velt visited another state capital. 
He 
came into Minnesota with the cheers 
of the west still ringing in his ear* 
He was received by thousands of men 
and women, who were wild in th* ir 
enthusiasm . 
It wan the grandest reception that 
the colonel has yet encountered on 
his tour, and no one realized it better 
than he. 
The colonel talked conservation in 
the morning ami took occasion to en 
dorse part of President Taft's address, 
but he was careful his praise did not 
go tar. 
His position in regard to the 
control of natural resources was made 
uunilsiakibly clear, for he ham m ered 
away ai tuat phase of the new na­ 
tionalism that insist* that federal con­ 
trol shall be stronger than state con­ 
trol. 
When he did refer to Mr. Taft and 
the reference was a compliment, dele- 
gate* and the thousands la the galler­ 
ies cheered. The reference was an in­ 
let point ion in the former president'* 
set .-perch. It was: 
"Much that I have to say on the 
subject of conservation will he hut a 
repetition cd what wa* so admirably 
said from this platform Monday." 
Again he said: 
"All friends of conservation should 
tie in heartiest agreement 
with the 
policy wilt* h the president laid flown 
in con ne* t Ion with the coal, (ill and 
phosphate lauds, and I am gl id to be 
abl*- to say that at its last ae aion con­ 
gress finally completed the work of 
neparating the surfa*e title to th** land 
from the mineral beneath it " 


Strong For National Control. 
The question of federal or slate con­ 
trol of w ater power sites Is the one 
before the congress 
that has given 
rise to the moat animosity. The presi­ 
dent avoided com mitting himself on 
thia point, leaving It for congress to 
decide 
The colonel declared himself 
vigorously for federal control In this 
connection he said 
"T here Is a p p a r e n t to the judicious 
observer a distinct tendency on the 
part of our opponents to cloud the is­ 
sue by raising the question of state a* 
against federal Jurisdiction 
We are 
riwdy to meet that issue lf it la f*»r« ed 
upon us. Hut there is no hope for the 
plain people In such conflicts of Juris­ 
dictions 
‘The essential qt leat Ion la not one 
of halr-spliftlug legal technicalities It 
is simply this: Who * an hest regulate j 
the special Interests for the public 
good? 
Most of the predatory corpora­ 
tion* are Interstate of have interstate 
affiliations Therefore they are largely 
out of reach In effective state control, 
and fall of necessity within the fe«*eral 
Jurisdiction 
The most effective w et 
pon against these great corporations, 
most of which are financed and owned 
on the Atlantic coast, will he federal 
law* and the federal executive. That 
is why I so strongly oppose the de­ 
mand to turn these m atters over to the 
states." 
In a num ber of other parts of his 
spee* h Colonel Roosevelt showed that 
his attitude wa* for strong national 
control He made a strong plea for the 
developm ent and regulation of alt the 
w aterways and urged -pecifl* ally that 
these tie guarded from the "intc-reats'’ 
and that the railroads lie prevented 
from con troll I mr them In the future aa 
they have in the past. 
Here the president injected extem ­ 
poraneously: 
“There are classes of 
hulk freight 
which can always go 
chestier and better by water lf there 
Is an adequate waterway, and th e ex 
faience of such type of waterway in 
itself helps to regulate railroad rates."

KILLING WILD MORNING GLORY. 
A study of the beat methoda of the 
eradication of the blndweetl. or wild 
inurniug glory, has been made by the 
d -pHrtntent of agriculture, and the 
tliita collected have been publisbtKl aa 
tanner's bulletin So. 308, which may 
be had by nut king request of the de­ 
partm ent. 
Three methods are recom- 
iiiemled as practical for the eradl<*a- 
ilon of the weed, which, like the 
<lUHck grass aud ('anada thistle, is so 
ecriouM 
liecause of its propagation 
ihrotigh underground root stalk ays- 
icm« 
The first method is clean oui 
ilvatlttu every week or leu days with 
eoijie knife cultivator during the en 
lire growing 
season 
of the 
plant. 
M hlch extends from the spring lo the 
fsll frosts 
The second method is by 
feeetllng an iufesp-d field to alfalfa 
'I'he benefit of this method lie# in the 
freijueni cutting, which weakens the 
vitality of the inuriiing glory, while 
the dense and rapid growth of the 
alfalfa exerts a snudhering effe<’t.

<nlilv:it«>d croi> should follow the al­ 
falfa and any remaining plants ktlie<l 
A third meth«Hl which has been found 
sticee.sHful la the fencing off of the 
inf«-sie<l H[s)ts and turning in a drove 
of fjogs. whose ration of feed should 
be r«-duc«i while they are at work on 
the w**eds. 
They not only browse the 
tofts * lose to the ground, but lf they do 
not have rings In their noses will dig 
deep for the roots, which taste much 
like the sweet |»otato and of which 
they are very fond.

Instead of their overcrowded 
condition and lack of land we bad 
mililoDs of acres of the i>e8t agricul­ 
tural lands Id the world, which needed 
only to he cultivated. Thus we sup- 
plJe<l our OW’D growing population and 
at the same time furnished a large 
pan to the people of Europe. 
Under this condition the natural re­ 
sult was to settle the west as fast as 
possible and conaequeutly to encour­ 
age the extensive instead of the In­ 
tensive cultivation of the suit But at 
that time our population w m nearly 
4.00)MIU) people, while now it la nearly 
lOU.diiO.uuO people. 
For many years the increaae in popu­ 
lation nearly corresponded lo the In­ 
crease In the cultivated acres, but of 
late years this condition has disap­ 
peared, 
There are two reasons for 
this result. 
First, 
the natural 
In- 
crease is greater each year than in the 
one preceding it. aud. beaidea. w* have 
nearly a mlllluu Inimlgranta coming to 
our IU Md aiinuuily. 
This causes th* 
home conauiuption to he much greater 
each year. 
But not only tbla; the “uo- 
ilinlted western plains’’ have ceased to 
exist. 
We can nu longer bring the 
vast number of acre* of virgin soil 
under cultivation aa formerly. 
All the heat part of the western laud 
has been taken by the home aeek«« 
excepting that which baa been re­ 
served for the Indians. The hest terri­ 
tory now left la the Irrigation, which 
can he claimed hut slowly. 
With this couditluo and the demand 
for our own products coming from our 
own people it la a aatural result that 
th# tendency should he reversed to­ 
ward Intensive iiistead of extensive 
farming, 
it la estim ated that within 
a dozen years we will not produce the 
food crops for our own use. whlls in 
the past wa have beeu producing for 
th* people of ail part* of th* world. 
rrohably 
the moat notlceabl# sx- 
ample of this case Is In the meat sup­ 
ply. 
In order to produce large quanti­ 
ties of most cheaply we m ust have an 
abundance of good grsxing land. With 
the settling and cultivation of the 
west the industry of herding bas been 
th* first to he affected. 
The United States has been prodnc 
lug on* fourth tbs beef of the whole 
world and five years ago exported 
733X)00.0BD pounds, but this has been 
reduced by half in th# last five yean. 
This la mainly doe to tbs vM t raogM 
bsing divided into small farm a for th# 
bom eateaden. One-tblrd the food of 
our people la bsmL and we are faetnf 


rn cooditloB like that in Europe, where 
only the w eaithj can afford it regu­ 
larly and among the poorer clasaee it 
I* practically uuknown.
